Believe That Russia 
Will Not Strike 
At Japan 


By EDWARD L. DEUSS 


BERLIN—(INS)—A Soviet army 
of 100,000 men is massed along the 
Manchurian frontier, well-equipped 
for winter warfare, and ready to 
strike at any moment. 

Nevertheless, and in contrast to 
the belief held in some quarters, 
well-informed diplomats in the 
German capital feel certain Russia 
will not strike at Japan if the lat- 
ter becomes involved in war with 
China over Manchuria. This, too, 
is the opinion cautiously expressed 
by communists here who are in con- 
tact with Moscow. 

In some quarters there is even 
suspicion of a possible Russo-Jap- 
anese accord in view of the respect 
paid Russia’s ‘‘sphere of: influence” 
in northern Manchuria by the Jap- 
anese military authorities in their 
recent occupation of Manchurian 
territory, although the Soviet: os- 
tensibly is supporting thé Chinese. 
It is pointed out that the Japanese 
troop movements were halted to the 
east of the Chanchun-Kirin line. 

The Soviets did not hesitate to 
invade Manchuria in 1929 when the 
Chinese arrested and expelled Rus- 
sian officials of the Chinese East- 
ern at a4 The railwaymen were 
accussed of spreading red propa- 
ganda but the Soviet government 
contended they were attacked by 
the Chinese. 

One fact frequently overlooked

This ought to be done, even if a special 
session of the legislature has to be called to legalize a better 
method of testing cattle. 

It certainly would be better to take such a course and even 
call the legislature in special session than to spread farmer 
resehtment and hot rebellion against an outrageous law, and 
martial law, all over the state of Iowa. 


The Eastern War Menace 


War between China and Japan seems certain unless al- 
most the miraculous happens. 

This statement is based not only upon the growing rage of 
the Chinese as the Japanese continue their acts of murder- 
ous aggression and conquest, but also upon the blind forces 
that are pushing Japan toward conquest and annexation. 

Japan is a limited island country with-rather a poor soil 
and limited natural resources. Upon this area more than 
70,000,000 people are crowded and they are among the most 
rapidly multiplying people in the world. 

Under the ideas and practices of our present.so-called civ- 
ilization a nation in that situation has only one path left open 
to it—the path of conquest and colonization. The so-called 


Christian nations followed this method prior to Japan’s “civ- 
ilization” to such.an. extent that when Japan adopted Wes- 
tern “civilization” it found itself virtually locked in its little 
island kingdom with its overcrowded and rapidly increasing 
population. 

While Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy, Russia, and 
the United States were seizing lands and spreading their own 


* peoples and languages over the earth, virile and powerful 


Japan was virtually locked up and had to see her own emi- 
grants become subject'to other races and merged with them. 

Across the narrow water that separates Japan from China 
was an immense practically unsettled empire that might 
furnish a great home for Japanese blood, language and cul- 
ture—Manchuria—a northern province of China. After tak- 
ing Corea from China, Japan cast longing eyes upon Man- 
churia. About ten years ago China became involved in ter- 
rific civil wars that have lasted to this day. As a result mil- 
lions of Chinese began to flow into Manchuria to escape these 
civil wars. Although Japan occupied a railway system and 
extraordinary trade rights in Manchuria and was attempting 
to colonize Manchuria with Japs, fifteen Chinese were settling 
in Manchuria for every Jap that settled there. 

Without doubt the present fierce aggression of the Japan- 
ese in Manchuria at the risk of incurring the enemity of the 
League of Nations and the signers of the Kellog anti-war pact, 
is based upon the terrible pressure of Japanese population in 
Japan and a last desperate effort of the Japanese to hold Man- 
churia against this new. tide of Chinese immigration for fu- 
ture Japanese colonization and absorption. 

This makes the Chino-Japanese war danger real and ren- 
ders the elaborate but shaky peace machinery of the world 
practically useless in the present situation. 

The alarming thing about the whole situation is that it 


will be extremely difficult to 


keep the prospective war con- 


fined to China and Japan. The world imperialism of today in- 
volves each imperialistic nation in trade rights, treaty rights, 
capital investments, loans and territorial claims in countries 
like China to such an extent that THE EASTERN WAR SIT- 
UATION IS A POWDER MAGAZINE LIKELY TO PRO- 
DUCE A WORLD CONFLAGRATION. It is not at all im- 
possible that in less than a year American capitalism will be 
drafting the fine young men of this nation by millions to de- 
fend its rights and investments abroad.

Have you thought what you ought to do now to put the world 
on a basis of peace and safety? IT IS TIME YOU START TO

NEW YORK — Jack Sharkey 
basks again today in the sunshine 
of certain popularity because of his 
one-sided victory over Primo Car- 
nera.

Right then Sharkey put on one 
of the acts that are typically 
Sharkeyish and nearly cost him the 
decision. He rushed to referee 
Gunboat Smith and demanded the 
decision, claiming that when Car- 
nera swooned to the landscape the 
second time he was automatically 
a lower. 

Buckley Saves Gob 

Smith ignored his demands and 
then Sharkey made _a wild rush to- 
ward his corner and was. half-way 
out of the ring when his manager, 
Johnny Buckley, tossed him back. 

Sharkey suddenly realizing the 
error of his wild act, resumed 
fighting. 

“IT don’t see how Schmeling can 
duck me now,” said Sharkey today. 
“I proved by beating Carnera that 
I'm entitled to another crack at the 
German. 

At the end of the eighth Shar- 
key had a slight margin but it was 
still anybody's fight. But soon the 
Italian, who had shown. surprising 
form in the early rounds, began to

These societies are the clearing 
houses in their different localities 
for medical thought. They stand 
in the medical world as the Stock 
Exchange does in finance, for here 
you get increase in your stock of 
medical knowledge, and in our 
medical exchanges the losses are 
few and the profits are great.” 

Another urgent appeal, to physi- 
cians who are already members to 
increase the membership of the 
State Society, and to co-operate 
with the National organization, is 
published in an ‘article entitled “A

ciety.” 

As a matter of fact jay organiza- 
tions are certainly not “trying =to 
control the medical ‘profession’ as 
is mentioned. There are numerous 
lay organizations, however, that 
have been organized in self defense 
to keepethe medical trust from 
“controlling” every activity of the 
individual and forcihg compulsory 
medical laws upon an unsuspect- 
ing public. 

Then at the end of this published 
communication from this officer of 
the State Society is the following 
paragraph: “The day is not re- 
mote, if it is not already at hand, 
when the anchor of organized,.med- 
icine will,be tested and if it does 
not hold, some radical changes in 
the plan of caring for those in need 
of medical services, will come... 
Advice and guidance in all medical 
matters should be sought from the 
Council, at the State headquarters 
and not from lay organizations.” 

The tendency of the public to 
awaken to the menace of medical 
control is certainly recognized ,by 
organized medicine, and it has a 
well defined campaign under way 
to combat this trend of the people 
generally to .get away from the 
clutches of “regular” M. D.’s who 
would compel them to submit to 
periodic examinations, vaccination 
and inoculations for themselves and 
their children. The Medical Trust 
is doing everything possible to 
spread its propaganda and to re- 
tain its hold in the administration 
of all health measures and also to 
have legislation enacted to give 
them even more power. They wish 
to entrench themselves even more 
firmly, and if it is possible for 
them to put it over the Medical 
Trust will have drastic laws passed 
which will force preventive medi- 
cine on everyone with all its dang- 
ers which have been pointed out in 
this series of articles. 

There are entirely too many laws 
now of a medical nature, in some 
States they are most drastic and 
the individual is deprived of his 
choice in the selection of a physi- 
cian. He must have an Allopath- 
ic doctor. In other States, in the 
absence of definite laws, health ad- 
ministration is left to local health 
boards, and the arbitrary rulings 
of these boards have the force and 
effect of law. Since the enforce- 
ment of these health board rules 
are in the hands of “regular” doc- 

men who are almost 
without exception members of the 
American Medical Association, the 
Medical Trust even now has an al- 
most complete monopoly. Still 
they are not satisfied but are try- 
ing to increase their power and 
prestige. It is up to the people to 
defeat their purpose of creating an 
intolerant monopoly in the healing 
art. Medicine should be estab- 
lished on the same basis as relig- 
ion — leaving the individual free to 
choose whether or not he wants 
any doctor or medication—and if 
he does, he should have the same 
right in the choice of his physician 
as he has in the choice of his re- 
ligion.. This is his inherent right

Series Taken by More Alert, 
More Heads-Up Play by Cards 


Bill Corum Believes 
Trend in Baseball 
Is Changing 
By BILL CORUM 


INS Sports Writer 
CLEVELAND—The world’s series 


‘| was over just in time to save Pep- 


per Martin from frost bite, and the 
better team won it. By better I 
mean the more alert, the more ag- 
gressive, the. more heads-up team, 
Any one who feels inclined to dis- 
agree with this opinion needs only 
to look at the base running record 

f the series and eonvinced. He 
will find that there the Cardinals 
took every chance offered and, on 
occasion, rolled their own; the Ath- 
letics took no chances at all 


Mack’s outfit played the old army 
game with the base runner keeping 
one foot virtually on the bag while 
waiting for some one to slug him 
on around. This was the anly sen- 
sible procedure when. said. team- 
mates are knocking three or four 
balls a game out of the park. When 
they aren’t it eventually comes to 
look pretty dull and stupid, espe- 
cially when the other side is play- 
ing héadlong, pulse-jumping ball. 


Baseball Trend Changing 


TI mention this not with an idea 
of reflecting on the venerable Mr. 
Mack, one of the game’s finest 
characters, or on his team, but be- 
cause I believe this series proved the 
trend in baseball is definitely away 
from the  stand-still-and-wallop 
school which has béen in the ascen- 
dancy for the last. seven or eight 
years. 

There can he no question now 
that they are playing with a less 
lively ball in the National league, 
and that the Cardinals, at léast, 
have revived a style of play more 
like that of the old Giants and 
Cubs than anything we have seen 
in a decade. 

Rogers Honsby told me that dur- 
ing the fag end of the season and 
repeated it the other evening in St. 
Louis. 

“The Cards,” he said, “have adap- 
ted themselves to the new ball 
quicker than the rest of us. They 
have a teath suited to that game, 
ger | and fast, and they deserved 
to win.” 


Specific Case Cited 

Let me point to a specific case to 
show how it worked out through the 
series. Probably the most impor- 
tant run of the 41 scored was car- 
ried over the plate on Signor Or- 
satti’s strike-out in the second in- 
ning of the deciding game Saturday. 

To begin with, the Athletics ap- 
parently don’t believe in running 
out balls dropped by the catcher af- 
ter they have fanned. It practi- 
cally took a petition to the Fed- 
eral Government to get Moore down 
to first after he had struck out in 
that crazy ninth inning of the sec- 
ond game. But that isn’t the point. 

The Cards do play those strings 
out, and the moment Orsatti saw 
the ball go away from Cochrane he 
was away up the first base line and 
— the fleet Watkins in from 
third. 

Cochrane’s chuck to Foxx to re- 
tire Osatti was swift and perfect. 
But in Foxx’s book runs were not 
rs|scored on strikeouts. bt aay Pa 
against the rules or something? 
while Foxx stood there with bail 


in his glove and tried ta fieure what’ 











the devil was going on, Watkins was 
churning down that base; line 

Finally, with a sort of ‘Aisdainful 
gesture, James finally heaved the 
ball back at Cochrane. It came 
hard but too late, and a crucial run 
rolled over the plate. 

Foxx Play Costly 

Now let me show you just how 
important that one daring play was, 
Forty-five thousand dollars—the 
difference between the winner’s and 
the loser’s share of the pot—was 
stuck there in Foxx’s mitt. 

Tf Street had played it safe and 
held Watkins at third, or if Foxx 
had been accustomed to that sort of 
ball and thrown George out by 
feet and as Bottomley did on Sim- 
Mohs in a similar situation in Phil- 
ly (the only chatice the A’s took on 
the bases in the series) the Cardi- 
Nals would have ‘had one run, and 
not two, in the first inning. 

Thus, when High singled to start 
the third probabilities are that 
Street would have ordered Watkins 
to bunt with an idea of getting a 
two-run lead. Since he already had 
such a margin however, he let 
Watkins hoist from his heels, and 
the resulting smack was the home 
run that won the ball game. 

I go through this lengthy expla- 
nation not only because it was ty- 
pical of the series, but also because 
it was typical of the teams. 

One, the Cards, played the per- 
centage througout. The other, the 
A’s, played the fences, and when 
they couldn’t reach thein often 
enough, sloughed off a chance to 
establish a record, which now may 
never be established.
